The machines are repaired at the workshops at Dolnja Lendava, located 
in a feencr unbrella factory- Workshops have a special industrial 
track which connects them with both ofl fields. The erricks are each 
42 a. high. An unspecified munber, not, more then six, are 55 m high 
for special deep drilling. Oil pools are at a depth of well. over 1,000 
m The total number of derricks at the folnja Lendava and Pelenica. 
oil fields is 2k.. 


O11 Output. 


The two oll fields at Dolnja Lendava have 48 oll producin; wells and the 
Peklenica fields another 6. After recent drills, the oi] cutput at the 
Dolnja Lendava fields amounted to 40,000 tons a year. New drills shou'd 
increase the output to 72,000 tons per year by the end of 1949. If the 
Five Year Plan is to be realized the output im 1960 should be 120,000 tons, 
Difficulties have arisen mainly from delayed shipments of drilling and 
pumping machinery from Czechoslovakia. 


Transportation of Oil. 


O11 from both of} fields flows throuth a pipe line from the village or 
Dolina, via Petisevei, to the railway st.tion of Mursko Sredisce, The 
pipes heve an 8 cn. diametor. They are of steel, have an asbestos 
protectin; layer, and are dug U.50 m, into the qround. The total length 
of the pipe Lins is 5 kilometers. 

Because of a tank-wagon shorbaze, crude oll is concentrated in 12 oil 
banks at the railway station in Mursko Sredisce. The size of one of then 
is 20xL5 m. and thet of the remaining eleven 10x35 o. 


Oil is driven through the pipe line by methane. vis gas is plentiful at 
the Dolnja Lendava oil fields. It is usually caught into large tanks and 
then filled into steel bottles uncer 4 pressure of 200 atmospheres. The 
workere! dwelling houses are also to be supplied with jas cooking equipnent. 


Refining of Grude Cil. 


The crude ofl is transported te the refineries at Caprag near Sisal, 
Slivoneki Brod and iijeka. By~products ere benzene, gascline, "petrelether” 
and diesel oil. 


Personnel. 


The company employs 3000 workers (Slovenes from Prekmurje, Groats, 
Hunserians and «a fow Bosnians). Most of the workers are billeted at 
Dolnja Lendava, the neighboring villages or in old buts crected by the 
fermans, bub sone nive ag far avay as 30 kilometers. About 1.5 kilonmeturs 


from Dolnja Lendava, a workers? colony of 43 houses for approximately 1,000

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Comment: The following interesting cxample of the absolute 
unreliability of Yugoslav official statistics is quoted. The Five 
Year Plan states that the Yugoslav prewar oil production was 1,000 
tons a year, but that the final producticn in 1951 will amount to 
450,000 tons a year. The official statistics by the Central Planning 
Commission, waich appeared in "Slovenski Po-ocevalee" on July 16, 1049 
puts the present of2 sroduction at "754 cf the final production in 
195L", or 337,5C0 tons a year. The "Slovenski Forocevalec" of 1 
September 1949 stated, however: ‘Last year our oi] production was 36 
times hizhor than the prewar one" (i.e. 36,000 tons a year), "Bhis 
year. our production will be 50 times higher than the prewar" (1.e. 50,606 
tons a year). Thus, the actual 1949 Yugoslav oil production would be 
11.11% of the 1951 tarzet. 
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
